ARRESTED YESTERDAY MORNING 


Seven Tins of Opium in 


Trousers. 


Convicted of Having Opium In Pos- 


session—Fine and Imprison- 


ment Imposed. 


J. B. Sutton, purser of the O. S. S. 


Alameda, which arrived in port yes- 
terday morning, was arrested on Nuu- 
inu avenue, near Hotel street, by Spec- 
al Gus Cordes about 10:15 a. m. yes- 
terdav. At first h^ would not admit 
that he had opium on him. Cordes 
says that Sutton offered him $200 if he 
would let him go. This he could have 
by 
calling 
aboard 
the 
Alameda. 


Cordes would' not do anything like 
that, and marched his prisoner to the 
station house. The turnkey was just 
about ready to search him, when Sut- 
ton unbuttoned his coat and took from 
a false: pocket in the back part of his 
trousers seven half-pound tins of op- 
ium. These he placed on the counter. 
The clerk at the receiving station tap- 
ped one of the tins to make sure of the 
contents, and then Sutton was marched 
below to await trial in the afternoon. 


Sutton was seen to leave the Pacific 


Mail wharf shortly after 11 o'clock. 
He went through the gate without be- 
ing searched by the Custom House 
officers. No blame should be attached 
to them, as they have always had 
strict orders from headquarters to be 
very careful about searching officers 
from foreign steamers, such as the 
Alameda, arriving in port. To resume, 
Sutton jumped in a hack with Isbes- 
ter, the New Zealand mail agent on 
the Alameda, and started up town. 


It seems that Marshal Brown had 


suspicions in regard to Sutton and 
ordered Cordes tcr shadow the man. 
Two or three trips up town were made, 
and it looked as if there would be 
nothing coming from it after all. The 
last trip was made at the time s^ted 
above. Sutton went to Williams' art 
gallery, and, leaving that place, went 
up Fort and over on Hotel to Nuuanu 
avenue, on which it is supposed is a 
Chinese firm, for whom the purser was 
agent. 


The case came up in the Police Court 


before Judge De La Vergne at 2:30 p. 
m. Marshal Brown appeared for the" 
prosecution and Attorney Neumann 
for the defendant. 
Marshal 
Brown 


preferred the charge of unlawful im- 
portation of opium, to which Sutton 
plead not guilty. Mr. Neumann then 
arose and stated to the Court that de- 
fendant would plead, guilty to the 
charge of unlawful possession, but not 
unlawful importation, of opium. 


The trial proceeded on the charge of 


unlawful 
importation, 
and 
Captain 


Van Oterendorp was asked to take 
the stand. He gave his connection 
with 
the steamship 
Alameda and 


named the last ports at which she 
touched. Next came Ibester. the New 
Zealand mall agent, who told of his 
riding up town in a hack with Sutton: 
of their going into Williams' art gal- 
lery, and of Button's leaving him, for 
where he knew not. Ibester saw noth- 
ing of any opium transaction while in 
the gallery, and that he would have 
seen anything of the kind had it oc- 
curred. 


Customs Inspector Groves and the 


native guard, who were at the gate of 
the Pacific Mail wharf when Sutton 
went out, told what they knew of the 
matter, which was confined to seeing 
him on the dock and passing through 
the gate. 


Special Cordes—Arrested defendant 


on Nuuanu avenue, near Hotel street. 
This was close upon 11 a. m. Saw de- 
fendant coming up Fort street. 
He 


was alone. Ho went to Hotel and 
theti turned up Nuuanu. 
Saw him 


tflkirg with Lycurgus. Noticed that 
defendant's walk was peculiar and 
that his coat bulged out from behind. 
At tho corner of Nuuanu and Ho+el 
called native officer to my assistance, 
and then I nrrectorl defendant. 
Ho 


wanted to fix the thing up with me, 
hut I told him it was too late. Then 
he offered me $200 and again I told 
him it was too late. 


Aswan was called in to expert the 


opium, and, aftor smelling sufficiently, 
declared that tho stuff was opium in- 
deed. 


Attorney Neumann then moved for 


a discharge on tbo crotind that no evi- 
dence hnd boon =-of forth by tho prose- 
cution to connect with, the steam 
Alamoda tho opium found on the per- 
son of Sutton 
Pofondant was rondv 


to plead gulltv to unlawful possession. 
Marshal Rrown contended that there 
wns strong circ\nn=!!intinl evidence to 
prove the defendant 
guiltv of tho 


chnrgo. 
Attorney Neumann accused 


HIP Marsha! of indulging in tho vorv 
had habit of drawlnc upon his imag- 
ination for facts. 


Judge De La Vergne found defend- 


ant not guilty of the charge and dis- 
charged him. 


Sutton was next charged with uu- 


lawful possession of opium, and to 
this he plead guilty. Marshal Brown 
addressed the Court, saying that he 
thought that a fine was not all neces- 
sary in the case on trial. He asked for 
Imprisonment for a term. Attorney 
Neumann called the attention of the 
Court to the fact that defendant h'id 
plead guilty, and that It was the first 
offense on his part. Deputy Attorn-, y 
Dole, who was present, upheld Mar- 
shal Brown. Judge De La Vergne' then 
sentenced defendant to pay a fine of 
$250 and imprisonment at hard labpr 
for one month. 


Attorney Neumann appealed for a 


mitigation of sentence, and bail was 
set at $750. Mr. Irwln appeared at this 
juncture and signed his name to the 
papers which freed Sutton. 


At 4:10 p. m. the purser went -on. 


board the steamer, and then hastened 
up town again to complete arrange- 
ments. The Alameda got away about 
5 p. m., with Purser Sutton congratu- 
lating himself on getting out of Hono- 
lulu at all.

FIGHT IN SENATE 


iipcity Treaty 


in Upper House. 


ANNEXATION MAY BE REACHED 


Possibly Introduced To- 


ward End of Session. 


Objection Expected from Beet Su- 


gar Men—House Amendments 


Surprise Senators. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 19.— 


Nothing will be done by the President 
during the present session of Congress 
regarding annexation, unless circum- 
stances force him to do so. There are 
symptoms of a fierce struggle over the 
tariff bill. As it went from the House, 
it provided for higher duties than 
many of the moderate protectionists 
desired. But powerful Interests had to 
be conciliated. The Eastern men, after 
many years of'experience, are disposed 
to favor moderate 
protection. 
The 


Western mem who are fresh hands in 
manufacturing, claim a high rate of 
duties. The lines of division are be- 
coming very distinct. Since hides wore 
placed on the free list some years ago 
a large and profitable business has 
been done in the export of leather. 
But the Western men now insist that 
a duty shall be put on hides, in order 
to protect the Western stock grower. 
If it is done, it may destroy the flour- 
ishing leather industry. The Western 
Senators complain about being 
left, 


out in the cold. Senator Perkins is not. 
satisfied with the duties on fruit as 
they appear in the House bill. He also 
claims that there should be a pro- 
vision for bounties to the sugar pro- 
ducers In addition to the tariff rates. 
If 
he 
and 
several 
other Senators 


should fall out of line, the entire bill 
will be put in danger. The outlook is. 
therefore, for a long session, unless 
the two branches get Into conference 
committees very quickly. As scores of 
fortunes are to be made or unmade by 
legislation the struggle Is a fierce one. 


The Hawaiian question may come 


up. incidentally, on the debate over 
the provision in, the House bill pro- 
tecting the reciprocity treaty. 
If it 


does, there will be a pjain indication 
of the attitude of many Senators. The 
statement mado by Senator Perkins to 
the prop's on April Ifith are startling. 
and indicate a serious condition of af- 
fairs. It. was known here, for several 
days, that the Senator had arrived at 
some new views about the situation 
and would declare thrm in due time. 
The clause in the tariff bill protecting 
the reciprocity treaty has precipitated 
action on his part. The friends of the 
Senator declare that his proposition to 
allow the Hawaiian planters only Vz 
cent per pound, as protection, is in the 
nature of a compromise; that this ad- 
vantage, whatever it may be, is better 
than nothing. The Senator, however, 
does not make clear his attitude on 
the Pearl Harbor concession. 
While 


the Senate may favor Senator Perkins' 
views, it seems quite clear that the 
House will make a vigorous fight 
against reducing the value of recipro- 
city to Hawaii. Therefore, the matter 
will finally be settled in the confer- 
ence committees. 


-The 
pivotal point in any discussion 


will be the value of Pearl Harbor and 
the Islands to the United State". Here 
the declaration 
of the 
Republican 


platform, regarding the "control" of 
Hawaii will have great influence. The 
argument arising out of the commer- 
cial advantages to the I'nited States, 
secured by the reciprocity treaty, hn~ 
a much less force than it had before 
the beet sugar interests assumed active 
operations. So it is said by the friend? 
of Hawaii in this town. The argument 
of "commercial advantages" provokes 
at once the replv that thP treaty cre- 
ates and fosters Asiatic comprtiHon 
with American labor. Moreover, there 
are ninny fabulous stories in circula- 
tion here regarding the enormous prof- 
its of the sugar business. These profits 
are at once attributed to chenp Asi- 
atic labor, and nothing is said about 
the skill and onterprice and patience 
of the planters. 


The outlook is not discouraging yet. 


At present it looks as if the Hawaiian 
matter would be virtually disposed of 
in treating only a. "ido issue—tho prer- 
ervation of reciprocity in the tar'ff 
bill. At any rate, it will force tho 
members of tho Senate to drclar^ 
themselves In a general way on the an- 
nexation matter. There is a strong 
but quiet feeling that the Unitpd States 
must not play "dog in thp manger" 
any longer.

Ex-Queen Lll's Mission In Washing- 


ton—Julius Palmer Talks 


for Publication. 


WASHINGTON, April 13—The first 


gun in tlie war on the Hawaiian reci- 
procity treaty was fired.in the Senate 
today when Senator Knute Nelson of, 
Minnesota introduced a bill giving no- 
tice to the Government of the Islands 
of the abrogation of the treaty at the 
end of one year. This is provided in 
the treaty, 
and the only surprise 


shown is that the attack comes from 
this source, as the Southern Senators 
are the ones who have 
heretofore 


shown a desire to attack this conven- 
tion. Senator Xelson said concerning 
his bill that he is actuated by a desire 
to strike a blow at the sugar trusts. He 
is now at work as an opponent oi all 
trades combinations, and this move is 
one of many along these lined. He said 
he believed the sugar trust, by reason 
of the advantage gained by securing a 
free eniry of Hawaiian sugar, was en- 
abled to hold more securely the Ameri- 
can refined sugar trade, and bo he took 
this means of curtailing the power of. 
the trust. 


Senator Aldrich, who has always 


been considered as acting in sympa- 
thy with the combined refiners, is said 
to be the most active advocate of ab- 
rogation. The greatest strength of the 
anti-Hawaiian interest has always been 
held to be the adherence of the Rhode 
Inland Senator. Annexationists, while 
they do not make specific claims of 
.-rrrngth, express confidence in theJr 
?b:iity to prevent any action inimical 
to their 
interests, relying on 
the

WASHINGTON. April 17.—"Believ- 


ing that opposition to the Hawaiian 
reciprocity treaty is so "trong that its 
defeat is almost certain. I am now pre- 
paring to propose an amendment to the 
treaty at the proper time which will 
grant a differential of Vs cent in favor 
of sugar from the Islands. In other 
words, with a duty on sugar at ll/2 
cents a pound. 90 per cent polarization, 
the imports from the Hawaiian Islands 
•would pay 1 cent a pound. This would 
mean a remission of at least $2,000,000 
a year on Hawaiian sugars." 


Senator Perkins thus outlined his 


position on the Hawaiian treaty to- 
night. He said he had given the mat- 
ter much thought, had carefully con- 
sidered the many protests from both 
mercantile and farming interests in 
California, and had arrived at the con- 
clusion that on such a basis as he pro- 
posed the Islands will be given bene- 
fits more nearly commensurate with 
those enjoyed by this country in the 
free entry of its goods into the Islands. 
Protests have reached the Senator from 
business men of San Francisco, from 
farmers who supply beets to factories 
and from the State Grange. 
All of 


these he takes to indicate that it is 
the belief of the majority of Californi- 
ans that the development of the beet 
«ugar industry of California will com0 
•nly through restrictions upon the f'4e° 
entry of the product of Hawaii. 
The 


amount of trade San Francisco now 
enjoys with the Islands, according to 
statements which have reached the 
Senator, is not nearly so large as that 
enjoyed by the producers of sugar, and 
to equalize matters a revision of the 
treaty along the lines he suggests he 
believes ia now absolutely necessary.

accept the position. She would do this 
for the sake of her people. She is a" 
most charitable and considerate wo- 
man, 
and would willingly sacrifice all 


her own prospects and advantages for 
the people she loves so well. We in 
this country cannot realize the close- 
ness of the tie that exists between the 
native of Hawaii and their native rul- 
ers. She stands in the position of pro- 
tector and mother to her people, and 
would do anything in the world for 
them. It has been said at .times that 
the qtieen is seeking a pension from 
this country. I heard the gracious 
lady say that she did not come to 
America for money, did not want mon- 
ey, and would not accept it. I believe 
myself that if she should ever agree to 
accept a pension, it would be to bene- 
fit her people, and for no other rea- 
son, and that every dollar she might 
receive from this Government or from 
Hawaii in the form of a pension would 
go direct to those who are dependent 
upon her bounty."

Information on Hawaii. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—The Jap- 


anese Legation has received telegraph- 
ic advices from official sources ^rela- 
tion to the recent deportation from the 
Hawaiian Islands of a number of Jap- 
anese immigrants which do not agree 
entirely in all details with the accounts 
already published in this country: It 
appears, according to these advices, 
that out of 668 Japanese passengers 
brought to Honolulu by the steamer 
Shinshiu Maru, 302 voluntary passen- 
gers and 146 contract laborers were 
sent back to Japan. The Hawaiian au- 
thorities refused to allow these people 
to land on the ground that the volun- 
tary passengers were not possessed of 
$50 in gold each, as provided in the 
landing law, and because the contract 
laborers had not complied with the 
provisions of the landing law in secur- 
ing previous approval of their con- 
tracts. 


The passengers thereupon petitioned 


the Supreme Court to set aside the de- 
cision of the Collector General of Cus- 
toms forbidding them to land, but the 
Court rejected the petition on the 
ground that the decision of the Collect- 
or General regarding the landing of 
aliens was final, and that Japanese not 
yet landed in the Islands had no right 
to petition. 


The Japanese Consul General pro- 


tested 
against 
this action 
on the 


ground that the exclusion of the vol- 
untary emigrants was in violation of 
treaty rights, whatever might be the 
case regarding «he laborers and their 
alleged failure to secure previous ap- 
proval of their contracts. He himself 
had personally examined into the facts 
regarding the voluntary emigrants and 
had found that they were all in bonn 
fide possession of the amount of money 
required by law in such cases. So far 
a? they, at least, were concerned, the 
derision of the Collector General ap- 
peared to be in violation both of law 
and of the facts. 


While it is true that one. not two 


Japanese men-of-war, as stated in 
press dispatches, has been sent to Ha- 
waii, officials of the Japanese Legation 
state most positively that this action 
has not been taken for the purpose of 
menacing the Hawaiian Government, 
but simply to preserve order among the 
Japanese residents in the Islands, who 
might possibly become excited by what 
they regard as a violation of tbe rights 
of tbeir countrymen. 


COALITION IN" THK SENATE. 


Denial that New Combination Will 


Block Tariff Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—A final 


•agreement among Democrats, Silver 
Republicans and Populists in the Sen- 
ate, looking to perfect coalition, was 
reached at a meeting of representa- 
tives of those parties today. 
The 


agreement had its origin in an effort 
to. reorganize the Senate committees, 
but it Is destined, apparently, to reach 
far beyond this situation, and, In fact, 
to future proceedings of the Senate 
in all matters. If not to the extent of 
shaping party politics throughout the 
country. There were present: Demo- 
crats — Senators 
Gorman, 
Cockrell, 


Walthall. Jones of Arkansas and Mur- 
phy.

With reference to the matter of the 


Senate reorganization it was decided 
that the combination should hold out 
for the assignment of Democrats to all 
the places on committees heretofore 
held by Democrats, while it was agreed 
that the Republicans should have the 
places hitherto filled by Republicans. 
This will give the Republicans all the 
committee chairmanships vacated hy 
the retirement of Senators Cameron, 
Sherman. Dtibols, Squire, Mitchell of 
Oregon and Brown, but it will give the 
combination about 70.vacancies, while 
it allows the Republicans only about 
30. The combination decided against 
making any concessions, even that 
providing for allowing the Republic- 
ans to fill one of the three vacancies 
in the Committee on Appropriations.

A GRECIAN MAN-OF-WAR SUNK 


England's Policy Will be 


Neutral. 


Hohenlohe Sends In His Resigna- 


tion—Prospects Are that Tariff 


Bill Will Pass. 


ATHENS, April IS.— 1 a. m— An offi- 


cial dispatch from Larissa, dated at 9 
o'clock last night, says that the Turks 
under cover of darkness, are assault- 
ing the Greek forces at Mount Analp- 
isis with great fierceness. The Greek 
resistance so far has been magnificent 
and spirited. The Greeks still main- 
tain their positions. The firing began 
at Critzovali with an attempt of the 
Turks to occupy a strategic position in 
the neutral zone. The Turks continue 
to abandon their advance posts, a gen- 
eral 
movement 
apparently 
taking 


place. 


Firing is reported from Moluna, and 


from Larissa the flashing of guns can 
be seen. In yesterday's fight at Mount 
Analpisis the Greeks lost 40 wounded 
and three killed. 


At 2:40 a. m. firing is reported al 


along the whole line of the frontier in 
Thessaly. 


The Turkish batteries at Prevesa, on 


the northern shore of the entrance o 
the Gulf of Arta, where, according to 
the treaty of Berlin, the Turks had no 
right to erect fortifications, fired on 
and sank a Greek steamer, the Mace- 
donia, this morning, while she was at 
tempting to leave the Gulf of Ambra 
cia. The crew of the steamer was 
saved by boats, from the shore, but th 
captain of the Macedonia was severe 
ly wounded. 


Upon receipt of this news the Greel 


Government sent orders to the Greek 
fleet in the Gulf of Ambracia to bom 
bard Prevesa. Consequently the bom 
bardment of Prevesa commenced at 6 
o'clock this morning and continues 
as this dispatch is sent. Prevesa 
which Is in Bpirus and 18 miles from 
Arta, is strongly fortified.

Secretary Sherman was seen at his

Inability to Carry Oat Promises the 


BERLIN, April 7.— Prince Hohen- 


lohe, the Imperial Chancellor, the cor- 
respondent of the Associated. Press un- 
derstands In 
a letter 
from 
Ba- 


den Baden, dated April 13th, forward- 
ed his resignation to the Emperor. 


A brisk exchange of telegraph mes- 


sages followed. His Majesty insisted 
upon the Chancellor retaining office 
for the present in spite of the cogent 
reasons cited in Prince Hohenlohe's 
letter, urging that his resignation at 
i this juncture would most seriously 
embarrass the Emperor. Prince Ho- 
henlohe again and again insisted that, 
apart from other serious reasons, his 
health just now is of the worst. Then 
the Prime suddenly went to Paris, 
where his wife had preceded him. 


As reasons animating him to resign, 


Prince Hohelohe urges his inability 
to carry out his solemn promise to 
submit to the Reichstag and to the 
Diet two bills, one placing the Prus- 
sian law regulating political meetings 
upon a more liberal and modern basis, 
and the other reforming the procedure 
of military trials. The Prince's ina- 
bility to carry out his promise is said 
to be due to the extreme reactionary 
attitude of Baron Van Per Horst, 
Prussian Minister for the Interior.

In connection with your busi- 
ness you adopt all tbe most modern in- 
ventions in the art of printing in order 
to cheapen the coat of your production 
and successfully compete with your 
rivals, but you do not give pensions to 
the several employes your modern 
methods have thrown out of employ- 
ment. You only adopt these methods 
:o encourage applied science and with 
no mercenary or selfish object in view 
—oh, no! You are engaged in your 
bu»ine*s for profit, Mr. Editor, Just as 
much as I am in mine. 
Those engaged in the sugar industry 


of these Islands can point with pride 
:o their modern methods of cultivation 
and manufacture, all of which has en- 
ailed immense outlays of money to ac- 
lomplish the desired results. I take is-

TRKATED LIKE COOMES. 


Chinese Diplomats Didn't 
Like 


Hawaii's Courtesy. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 17.— 


The Chinese Minister to Washington 
speaks with much indignation about 
the treatment he received in Honolulu 
while the Gaelic was in quarantine. He 
declares that a. studied insult was of- 
fered to him by the authorities. 


No courtesies were offered to him as 


the Bmbassador of a great nation. His 
high rank was utterly ignored. No 
communication was sent to him by the 
Foreign Office. No regrets were offi- 
cially made that circumstances 
pre- 


vented the lauding of the passengers. 
He was treated as if he were merely a 
•coolie." He says that the officials do 
not know what good manners are. He 
admits that the quarantine was proper 
enough, but he says it was not im- 
partially carried out. He saw the port 
officials boarding the ship without pre- 
cautions. He saw the ship's agent go- 
ing In and out, and a man supplying 
vegetables was permitted to enter the 
ship and leave it without any precau- 
tions being taken. 


Goo Kim was not allowed to see him. 


If the Government had been consider- 
ate or courteous, it would have ar- 
ranged it, in some way, so that Mr. 
Goo Kim could have held interviews 
with him 
without 
any 
danger of 


spreading an infectious disease. He 
says he has hao/enough of the Hawai- 
ian Islands, and hopes that neither he 
or any Chinese officials will ever stop 
there again. It was suggested by a 
member of his suit that a salute by the 
Government battery would have ex- 
hibited a desire to show courtesy.

Hon. 
G. W. Baker of Cali- 
fornia Favors it. 


Suggests Sending Speakers to the 


States—People there Not Post- 


ed on Conditions. 


Among the arrivals at the Hawaiian 


yesterday was Hon. George W. Baker, 
president of the Silver party tn Cali- 
fornia; one of the attorneys for the 
Southern Pacific system of railways, 
the Comstock mines, the Germania 
Life Insurance Company and a num- 
ber of other large corporations in Cal- 
ifornia. With him on this, his first, 
visit to Honolulu, are his wife and 
daughter, Irene. Mr. Baker came down 
to spend a month, and intends taking 
things in true Hawaiian fashion, with 
ease on the lead. As a leader of the 
Silver party in California, Mr. Baker 
did a lot of hard, and, in a measure 
effectual work. 


"When you consider that Mr. Bryan 


•was defeated by only 600,000 votes," 
he said last night, "and that 19,000 
properly distributed would have elect 
ed him, you will not question the ad 
visability of conducting the campaign 
four years hence on the same lines. I 
do not say that Mr. Bryan will be the 
standard-bearer, for I am not a man 
worshiper; still, I have no fault to 
find with his campaign. Our fight was 
that of the laboring men agalngt the 
capital of two continents. 
We were 


poor and had to depend upon a few 
men to contribute funds with which to 
conduct the campaign. At the head of 
the California delegation to St. Lqui! 
was J. R. Lane, the largest mine own 
er in the world. This gentleman does 
not own a dollar in silver mines, am 
he contributed and worked for the 
cause of free silver because he ad 
mired the principles. I have been i 
Republican worker all my life, but 
considered the platform of the Silver 
party the one which would bring the 
greatest benefits to the poor classes. 


"I favor annexation—always have— 


because I consider the United States 
in need of an outpost in the Pacific 
In the event of a foreign war, Hawai 
would be a great place for a coaling 
and supply station, and if vessels of a 
foreign power could not get provision 
here because of the fortifications, i 
would be a difficult matter to carry 
on a war. People over there; that is 
people who discuss the subject at all 
think the expense of fortifications too 
great, but I tell them that it would be 
easier and cheaper to fortify than to 
try and get the Islands away from £ 
foreign power, whose gunboats formec 
a coast defense. 


"I think something should be done 


to secure the Islands to the United 
States, provided, of course, your peo 
pie here want annexation. As I un 
derstand it, there is a danger of som 
other power coming in and securing 
the territory by a 'laying on of hands 
and if not by this means, by right o 
superior numbers. You have here, 
believe, approximately, 33,000 Hawai 
ians, 26,000 Japanese, 15,000 Chinese 
and, 
say, 10,000 Caucasians. The in 


crease in the number of Japanese it 
the last five years is alarming, and 
the question with us is how muc! 
longer can the 'tail wag the dog?' 


"In California very few people out 


side of San Francisco know anythin 
about the Islands, and I doubt if man 
—outside those few in San Francisco 
who are directly interested in the Isl 
ands—know of the conditions here 
They see the spots on the map and b 
the advertisements know they can 
reach here in six days. What you 
people should do is to send ambassa 
dors to the United States and let them 
talk to the people, enlighten them a 
to the conditions and convince them 
that there are advantages here whicl 
make Hawaii a desirable place fo 
Americans to live. There is a grea 
deal of talk about beet sugar in Cali 
fornia and the Influence it will have on 
the reciprocity treaty. When you sif 
the beet industry, you find it settle 
in one man—Glaus Spreckels—and 1 
may be that when the farmer finds hi 
beets must have a certain percentag 
of saccharine matter in them befor 
they will be received at the factory 
he may conclude that any other prod 
net would bring more satisfactory re 
turns. There are many reasons in th 
minds of Californians for objecting t 
a 
continuation 
of 
the 
reciprocit 


treaty; beet sugar is not the principa 
one, 
because people who are not in 


terested in beets will fight it. This ! 
a foreign country, and the planter 
have waxed fat on it, pitting Asiati 
against American labor; for that rea 
son I personally do not believe it wi? 
be continued. 


"Senator White is against the treat 


for reasons known to himself. I do no 
think he would be influenced by Clau 
Spreckels, unless he thought it was fo 
his own good. He is reaching out fo 
power, and if he believed he could ge 
It by opposing the reciprocity treat 
he would, no doubt, do so. 


"The absence of a cable to Hawai 


I would imagine, was a great obstacl 
to business. That is one thing tha 
•would follow annexation closely, but 
doubt very much It the tolls would pa 
for maintenance, unless the line wen 
through to Australia or Japan. Bn 
pay or not, with annexatiqn you wil 
have quick communication with th 
outside world."

WASHINGTON, April 10.—China is 
o have a new set of treaties with the 
;reat nations of the world, which will 
u some measure emancipate' her from 
he onerous restrictions she is now 
under, and enable her to adjust her 
jwn revenues to the nation's needs. 
Much of the credit for securing the 
lonsent of the commercial powers to 
.he negotiations of these treaties is 
due to Li Hung Chang, who employed 
o the best advantage the opportunities 
afforded by his tour 
of the world. 


Still, the change would have been long 
deferred had not the war which China 
•waged unsuccessfully with Japan so 
nvolved the former in debt as to 
oblige her foreign creditors to recog- 
nize the fact that China must be given 
power to raise additional revenues.

ID 
Sccratory of Agriculture Will

BERKELEY, April 19.— James "Wil- 


son, Secretary of Agriculture under 
McKinley, is preparing for a visit to 
California in the near futilre to study 
the needs of the State. Secretary Wil- 
son's visit will be made for the benefit 
of the department under his charge. 


He has communicated his intention 


ift correspondence with Prof. E. W. 
Hilgard, head of the agricultural ex- 
periment station in Berkeley and of 
the agricultural 
department of the 


university. 
The professor is highly 


pleased at the prospect of an oppor- 
tunity to present California's claims 
for attention to the Cabinet officer, 
and looks for much benefit to the 
State as a result of the distinguished 
agriculturist's tour of observation. 


"The precise date of the Secretary's 


visit has not been settled," said Pro- 
fessor Hilgard yesterday, "but he has 
notified me of his intention to come 
in the near future, so that he will gain 
the knowledge that he is in search of 
at the beginning of his administration. 
Other Secretaries of Agriculture have 
come to California, but their trips 
have all been at the end of their term 
of office. As a result the visits did us 
no good.

had long desired to visit California, 
and that before laying out plans for 
his work in the National Department 
he intended to gather all the informa- 
tion he could about the requirements 
of the State."

WASHINGTON, April 16.— Already 


has the Dingley tariff bill with its re- 
troactive clause begun to show its 
quality. A member of the Ways and 
Means Committee was today informed 
by the president of the American 
Lumbermen's Association that the im- 
ports of Canadian lumber had ceased. 
Secretary Gage's notice that all Impor- 
tations must give a pledge to pay the 
new rate was enough to shut off all 
importations. The result will be the 
starting up of many Michigan and 
Minnesota mills. 


This shows the effect of the retro- 


active clause, and indicates that there 
will be no rushing in of imports to 
unsettle trade and cause any over- 
stocking of markets. One effect of this 
is not to be underestimated. 
Had 


there been no such provision there 
would have come in such quantities 
of goods that American manufactur- 
ers would have found It impossible to 
begin operations for many months to 
come.

"Does it mean anything to Hinohi- 


lu, where there nre so many tempta- 
tions for young m°n nnd so few whole- 
some attractions, that there should be 
an institution in the very heart of the 
city, which is open every day and 
evening, and which offers a welcome 
to every man? 
The Young Men's 


Christian Association offers not mere- 
ly a welcome to enter the fonr bare 
walls, but a welcome to partake of the 
recreation and enjoyment. 


"There Is no gymnasium in the 


United States of the same size which 
is better equipped than ours. If a man 
wishes to increase his working force 
or to build himself up where he is de- 
ficient, he can accomplish this end un- 
der the direction of a trained instruct- 
or, who has made the physical needs 
of man a'study, so that he may the 
better help him. If a man wishes to 
spend pleasant evenings simply, he 
mnv do ?o bv taking part in the many 
gnmo? on tbe gymnasium floor or in 
the many social ways provided. 


"There nre many young men in the 


city who nre indebted to the associa- 
tion for their present positions in bu<=i- 
nost- bocau?" of the training which 
they have received in one or more o 
the educational classes. 


"The rending room is well stockei 


wi'h the best newspapers nnd mngn 
zincs, and men who have no other ap- 
proach to such advantages nre wel- 
come here. Who cnn tell what nspir1- 
tlons mny reach men through such 
channel'? 


"With our religious advantages, tbc 


public are more familiar, but I nsk

.he betterment and salvation of young 
men, it will surely take no small 
amount of devotion and diligence on 
he part of every member, as well as 
he executive officer, to make such ef- 
ort as efficient and successful as God 
may expect of it. 


"I consider it a very kind act of 
'rovidence that permitted me to come 
o your place at just the time to meet 
Jod's chosen worker, Mr. John R. 
Mott. The seed sown at the time of 
lis sojourn has not all, begun to grow 
o the outward observer, for while men 
and women were helped to be better 
and better armed in faith for God's 
service, the benefit of firm plans then 
aid will not all be seen till in the 
months and years to come. The mere 
mnress of the fact so forcibly told 
that we are not alone in this great 
nnd good work, but that our brother- 
locd, with its chain of organizations.

must not neglect. In this direction of 
effort, it is now proposed to hold a 
general committee conference, inviting 
the officers and committeemen of these 


s for the discussion of plans 


of making their work more definite 
and effectual. 
;'We often look to the daily attend- 


ance at the rooms to see if the expense 
of furnishing our reading room is 
properly appreciated. Though figures 
cannot be accurately given, a casual 
visitor would be Impressed with the 
fact that this department is of great 
vnlue to the men of the city. If you 
would inspire a young man to pood and 
noble deeds, get him interested in good 
literature. This is our motto and ex- 
ercised every day In the capacity of 
our reading room and library. Yet 
there are many more books that we 
should have, and ns a door of oppor- 
tunity for benevolence, it is as invit- 
ing as any in sight. 


"It is always n pleasure, on learning 


of the departure of young men from 
our midst, to give such letters of in- 
'vr>rliie"on to our brother associations 


ing to go Into the gymnasium not only 
tor tbe pleasure and physical profit 
but for the Iiilliieuce they may have 
,md tlii' opportunity they have of liv- 
ing JestiH Christ "before tlu-lr fellow* 
Young mini are not only better pro- 
pared for their dully avocation and 
guarded against dint-use, but are In- 
stinctivcly made better citizens and 
men 
of higher Ideals than before. 


Then we would cry and reiterate it 
forth again—the need of young men 
of the 'Christ stamp'—who will occupy 
this open door of opportunity. 


"That our Influence »n the moral 


and religious life of our city may ex- 
tend farther, we have recently sent for 
100 numbers of Mood's Colportage Li- 
brary. This is a class of literature 
written for the betterment of mankind 
and is used a great deal for distribu- 
tion among men In prisons. There is 
scarcely anything better to give a 
young man to occupy his alone and 
quiet thoughts than one of these lit- 
tle volumes. 


"We have felt greatly, too, the need 


of strengthening and deepening the 
spiritual life of our community, as 
well as our active members. Conse- 
quently a small quantity of pamph- 
lets was ordered, which contain ad- 
dresses of Mr. John R. Mott on 
'Prayer' and 'Bible Study.' "We will 
never know the extent of our oppor- 
tunity or the magnitude of our respon- 
sibility until we have learned the pow- 
er of prayer.'
